THE FIRST ANNUAL 
MEETING. 
a 


The first annual meeting of the Trinity 
College (Dublin) Association was held yester- 
day afternoon in the Graduates’ Memorial 
Building, Trinity College. ae 

The vost ( ident of the Association) 

resided, and said that the movement to 
orm an association started outside the Col- 
lege. It was felt that something was wanted 
to keep the men of the College in touch with 
one another. Men who had been through 
the College, when they returned in after 
years to visit the University, found no one 
they knew. The principal work of the Asso- 
ciation was the keeping of a book in which 
the names and addresses of all Trinity men 
would be entered. As to the reality of the 
demand for the establishment of such an 
Association, the simple proof lay in the in- 
creased numbers on the roll. Last year the 
number was 90, and this year there were 
1.700 names on the roll. That was a very 
considerable increase, and as the Association 
became better known that increase would go 
on. 

He expected that they would have a steady 
influx of members—not merely old members, 
hut men going through College; and he 
hoped _ that it would me an 
established custom for graduates to join 
the Association after they took their degree. 
Before the establishment of the Association 
there were formed several local associations 
of Trinity men—some in Ireland, others in 
England—which had sprung up voluntarily 
out of the common feeling of Trinity men 
in the neighbourhood for the desirability of 
keeping in touch with one another. The 
Assocation did not in any sense try to super- 
sede those clubs, but desired to keep in 
touch with them; and he hoped that all 
the societies would enter into regular asso- 
ciation with it. He hoped that the Associa- 
tion would be the means of promoting the 
success of these several associations, not only 
in Ireland and England, but all over tte

THE FIRST REPORT. 

Dr. Kenneth Bailey (hon. secretary) read 
his report, which stated :— The task of en- 
rolling members was commenced in June last 
vear, shortly before the inaugural meeting, 
and in the months of June and July about 
4,500 circulars were issued. Within three 
months about 800 members had been en- 
volled. The Standing Committee felt justi- 
fied in July in taking the important and 
necessary step of appointing a paid assistant 
secretary, and the post was filled by Captain 
Brew Kennedy—an appointment which has 
been abundantly justified. The summer of 
Jast year was occupied in the final prepera- 
tion for the Press of the first edition of the 
Register. On this gigantic task Mr. T. 
U. Sadlier had been engaged for about two 
vears, while the preparation of the women’s 
list was in the able hands of Miss Purser. 
The Register was finally published in October. 
About 250 of our members have taken the 
trouble to send lists of corrections, and the 
addition of these corrections, numbering 
several thousands in all, has hel enor- 
mously in the preparation of the second 
edition, on which the secretaries are now 
engaged, 

n October last the Association lost the 
services of Mr, leir from the office of 
Hon. Treasurer, which he had held since the 
Organising Committee began its activities in 
1926. He was succeeded by Dr. J. L. Synge, 
k.,T.C.D., who held the office until a few 
weeks ago, when the Standing Committee 
regretfully accepted his resignation upon his 
elevation to the important office of Treasurer 
of the Royal Irish Academy. Professor J. W. 
Bigger has recently consented to undertake 
the duties of Hon. Treasurer, which have 
been rendered very onerous by the steady 
inflow of new members. The Standing Com- 
mittee has appointed about forty local 
secretaries in various parts of the world. 

Since the last general meeting the Standing 
Committee have sanctioned the wearing of a 
blazer in royal blue flannel with a silver 
device. In December, 1928, an arrangement 
was reached with the “T.C.D.” Publishing 
Company whereby they have agreed to 
publish an Association Supplement three 
times a year, and have granted a special 
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terms synonymous in the life 
versity, With the passing of the years ‘‘ The 
"! is becoming more and more elaborate, 
and yesterday’s celebrations were as lively 
and entertaining as any. in recent years. 
These College students have a very keen 
sense of humour, and are ever up with modern 
happenings in their displays. On this 
occasion “the Rag ”’ was a delightful skit on 
new ‘ Talkies,” and the manner in whiclr 
the show was staged showed that clever 
organisers were at work. 

The event started after the conferring of 
degrees, when attention was turned from the 
Examination Hall to the steps of the Dining 
Hall, on the opposite side of the quadfangle. 
Here the whole platform had been hung with 
curtains ger oe the first showing of 
‘ Trinity’s first Talkie.” It was an eight- 
reel affair, and the hundreds of spectators 
crowded in front of the platform were 
greatly entertained*as the ‘“‘ movies’ were 
unfolded. There passed before them in 
parade a body of ‘The Middle-sex Regi- 
ment,” dressed in most striking attire, red 
facings on coats, and all wearing the shortest 
of white dresses. Their headwear was also 
most varied in kind, ranging from military 
caps to ladies’ Parisian creations. They 
were headed by ‘‘ No. 5 Army Band ”’—quite 
an accomplished Jazz band. ‘‘ Joey Jolson ”’

Other scenes from the “talkies ” repre- 
sented the conferring of the Order of the 
Bath, in a literal sense; the Getting pf the 
Bird, in which was introduced the last sur- 
viving “‘ great Auk.’’ A clever skit on the 
forthcoming motor races in the Phenix Park 
was staged, with a race in which famous 
racing motorists were caricatured.

After the “talkies ” a procession of all the 
EA took place through the streets ad- 
acent to the College. Great crowds lined 
the pavements and watched the parade with 
keen enjoyment. It was quite an imposing 
turn-out, headed by a mounted bodyguard 
of the Old Middlesex Regirnent. After them 
came the Board of the College, some of the 
well-known figures being cleverly made up. 
A pipers’ band played lively national airs. 
A very amusing touch was the turn-out of 
**The Botany Bay L.O.L.,”’ with the famous 
drums, drummers, followed by a detachment 
of **Orangemen,’’ with a large banner borne 
aloft on poles. The drummers made the 
welkin ring as they marched through the 
streets. In their midst was ‘‘ King Billy,” 
sitting on a dappled grey rocking horse, 
followed by another body of mounted horse- 
men dressed in the Williamite period. 

Arrived at College Green the procession 
stopped at the former site of the King William 
Statue. Here the body of mourners per- 
formed funereal rites over the passing of the 
old statue, and then there was gone through 
the comedy of blowing up the monument. 
The procession then reformed and, with pipers 
playing, saxophones shrieking and Orange 
drums beating, the students passed back into 
the College, where they indulged in alf sorts 
of horse-play, before breaking up and making 
their way out into the streets in groups.

 BI-CENTENARY, 


COMMEMORATION SERMON 
AT TRINITY COLLEGE, 
A LIFE OF GLORIOUS 
FAILURE. 
ae See 


Preaching on the bi-centenary of the birth 
of Edmund Burke in the Chapel of Trinity 
Jollege, Dublin, mer. 2 afternoon, the 
Kev. Prebendary J. J. G. Stockley, M.A. 
(T.C.D.), Canon Residentiary and Chancellor 
of Lichfield Cathedral, said that that great 
Irishman was, and ever would be, one of the 
chief glories of their ancient University. His 
fame. and the worth to mankind of his life 
and writings, were the heritage of the 
civilised world. In Burke’s published works 
there was literally a treasure store for 
mankind—to teach, inspire, ennoble, enrich. 
More and more, as the historical method of 
estimating political and social problems 

‘ame universal, would Turke, the real 
originator of that method, come into his own 
and his unique greatness stand out. It was 
not at all unfitting that a sermon should be 
preached at his bi-centenary—and especially 
in the chapel of his own University—for 
religion, the Christian religion, was the 
hasis of his life and teaching. 

Burke’s advocacy of the causes he took up 
was the advocacy of a crusade, because it 
was the expression of a deep and passionate 
faith. While Burke held that no State 
should be so revolutionised as to be cut off 
from its past, and made to forget the 
manifold protective traditions and natural 
pieties which sheltered the generations that 
were gone, he was by no means acquiesceut 
under bad laws—‘‘the worst sort of 
tyranny,’ as he called them; nor was he 
passive when gross injustice of administration 
and the cruel exploiting of subject people 
were brought to his notice. 

Burke was not only what Buckle called 
him, ''the greatest political thinker—Bacon 
alone excepted—who ever devoted himself to 
English politics,” but he was essentially, a 
good man, a man whose whole life was a 
protest against injustice and wrong. He 
would have been an orator under any circum- 
stances and at any period; but in the time 
he lived the condition was present which 
Tacitus noted. long ago as necessary io 
oratorv of the highest kind—viz., a disturbed 
condition of public affairs. 


GOLDSMITH AND BURKE. 

TL was. however, in the end Burke himself, 
not Burke the writer and ‘orator, . who 
mattered. As Dr. Johnson said: “ No person 
of sense ever met Burke under a gateway to 
avoid a shower. who did not go away con- 
vinced that he was the first man in 
England.” ‘‘ Burke understands everything, 
but gaming and music,” another friend wrote 
of him. Although he was a “party man,” 
a large and fair view of Burke disposed 
once and for all of Goldsmith's accusation 
against him, contained in the well-known 
lines : 

“ Who born for the Universe narrowed 
his mind, 
And to party gave up what was meant 
for mankind.”’ 

Did Goldsmith ever really know Burke, or 
were those lines but another proof of the 
accuracy of Dr. Johnson’s quip: “ The Irish 
are a fair people; they never speak well 
of one another'’? Goldsmith, however, came 
nearer the truth when he wrote of Burke us 
being “too fond of the right to pursue the 
expedient.”” Perhaps, being written in the 
eighteenth century—when enthusiasm was 
anathema—these words were not meant to 
be complimentary. . 

It was just because Burke was “so fond 
of the right” at all costs that he became the 
champion of oppressed peoples and unpopular 
causes. He stood for conciliation and peace 
with the revolted colonies in America ; íor 
rightéons government in India; for the 
emancipation of the Irish people from 
religious and political thraldom. It was that 
that made him enter the arena against the 
French Revolution. Modern writers on the 
American War of Independence were inclined 
to hold that a very much stronger case for 
the English side than was once thought 
possible could be legitimately made out. 
That might be so, but it remained that if 
Burke’s weighty advocacy of conciliation had 
been heeded a separation, inevitable, per- 
chance. in the long run, might have been 
delaved, and even a moderate delay of the 
greatest misfortune that has ever happened

All 
these essentials were given to us unstint- 
ingly, and we have willingly shouldered the 
responsibility connected with the event, 
which promises to be one of great interest 
and importance, and will assuredly attract 
great numbers to this country. I must add 
to those to whom we have to acknowledge 
assistance the Royal Automobile Club, and 
lastly, but not least, our friends up North, 
one of whom was among the first to subscribe 
to our gurantee fund. We can assure them 
that the Customs border is not a barrier 
between us, and we wish them every success 
in their Tourist Trophy Race on the 17th 
August, which we hope to attend in force 
and renew many old friendships.’ (Hear, 
hear.) 

Dealing with the annual report, the Chair- 
man said that they deplored the death of 
Mr. Hum Bland, who was one of ‘their vice- 
presidents ; and, since the report was printed, 
with great sorrow they recorded the death 
of another vice-president, Lord Rathdonnell, 
a very distinguished Irish gentlem&n, whose 
loss would be very widely felt in the country.

A FAILURE. 
notwithstanding his tempestuous 
nature, was essentially a lovable as 
well as a great man. When he. died 
the statesman Canning wrote: ‘‘ There is but 
one event, but that is an event for the world; 
Burke is dead.” Disappointed, bereaved, a 
champion of causes that seemed to be lost, 
was Burke's life a failure? In the ordinary 
worldly sense, yes... He was the greatest 
statesman and orator of his age, but he never 
achieved high position in the State. He had 
broken with one great party, and was dis- 
trusted by the other. In his case indepen- 
dence was no passport to success. It often 
was not, however, in a world where, as 
Swift reminded them, climbing and crawling 
were performed in much the same attitude.

“The Customs border is not a barrier 
between us.” Not least of the benefits 
which are likely to flow from the: holding 
of two big international sporting events 
in Ireland, one in the North and one in 
the South, is the stimulus which will be 
afforded to intercourse between the people 
of the two Irish States.

Included in this debt 
were the land annuities, for its rightful] 
proportion of which, therefore, the Free 
State Government assumed responsibility. 
The Fianna Fáil Party contends that 
the whole-situation was changed when, in 
the “winter of 1925, an agreement was 
reached between the British and the Free 
State Governments concerning the 
boundary problem. That agreement 
resulted in the cancellation of Article V, 
of the Treaty, which provided for the Free 
State’s responsibility for part of the 
public debt of the former United 
Kingdom. According to Fianna Fáil, the 
caneellation of this Article absolved 
the Free State from all further liability 
in respect of land annuities. The fact 
that a subsequent agreement dealt 
specifically with these payments, and 
provided for thcir future regulation, 
seems to have escaped the attention of Mr. 
de Valera and his legal advisers: 

At no time since the passing of the first 
Land Acts have the annuities been regarded 
as being part of the British public debt. 
They represent a purely private transac- 
tion. The debt is owed by the tenant pro- 
prietors in Ireland to the holders of Land 
Stock—few of whom now have any connec- 
tion whatever with the old landlords; and | 
the Free State and British Governments 
alike act merely as collectors. . The trans- 
action is between purchaser and Lanu Stock 
holder. There is no weight in Mr. de 
Valera’s argument concerning the Act cl 
1920; for, in the first place, there never 
was an “appointed day ” for the provi- 
sions of that measure in respect of 
Southern Ireland; and, in the second 
place, if it had come into force, Southern 
Ireland—like Northern Ireland to-day— 
would have remained a part of the United 
Kingdom, whereas it now is a fully 
independent Dominion. Fianna . Fáil'a 
campaign against the transfer of -land 
annuities to Great Britain amounts, to 
flagrant repudiation of a solemn liability ;

The. wind 
was blowing in a south-westerly direction 
towards the danger zone, which starts at 
the. entrance to Rotherhithe..Tunnel, a 
hundred yards from the scene of the 
fire. 

The fire brigades from all over London 
arrived on the scene in rapid succession, 
and soon hundreds of lines of hose were 
playing upon the burning buildings. 
From the river a fire launch attacked the 
flames. i 

The police were reinforced by hundreds 
of constables from stations outside the 
district. 


TENEMENT BLOCK MENACED. 

It was evident that a large block ol 
tenements adjoining the wharf was in 
danger, and more than one hundred and 
fifty families were warned to leave their 
homes. On the instructions of the police, 
the occupants: seized what property they 
could: and—in many cases in their night 
clothes—ran from their: homes. 

The-booking hall of the Rotherhithe 
Station of the East London Railway was 
a temporary refuge for dozens oí children 
and their mothers, who stayed there while 
the fire eontinued. The station should,

stationmaster kept the doors open. Many 
of the children were only partly clothed, 
the majority having no boots or shees. 


NOCTURNAL SIGHTSEERS. 

The scene of the fire is a populous 
neighbourhood, and hundreds of people 
stood on ‘their dvorsteps watching the 
blaze, while many more ‘hurried to the 
spot from adjoining areas. The police 
kept’ back the anxious sightseers, who 
| pressed forward desirous of obtaining a 
close-up view of the fire. 

At 1.15 a.m. an official of the Fire 
Brigade told a Press representative that 
he thought the fire was under control. 
There was still some danger, however, he 
said. as a change of wind or a stronger 
wind might still direct the flames towards 
the adjoining tenements. 


FIREMAN INJURED. 

One fireman was injured in the fight 
against. the flames. His arm.was broken 
by a piece of falling timber. 

Huge clouds of sinoke swept from the 
building and hovered over the adjoining 
roads, while dense fumes drove people 
from their homes in places where the 
actual danger from fire was remote. 

Fortunately a good supply of water was 
available, and Swan lane, where scores of 
firemen were turning their hoses on to the 
roof and through the windows of the 
wharf, became knee-deep “in: water. Part 
of the roof of the warehouse collapsed 
shortly after the fire began, and at one 
o'clock a Fire Brigade official said that 
the whole roof had gone.

THE RATIFICATION. 
From ‘‘Tue Times ’’ Corresponvent, 


ROME, Monday. 

Immediately after returning to Rome this 
morning from his visit to the Dodecanese, 
the King received Signor Mussolini and 
signed the various bills giving effect to the 
Treaty of the Lateran and Concordat. ‘The 
Acts will now be published at once in the 
‘* Official. Gaette,’’ and thereafter the. only 
outstanding ceremony will be the formal ex- 
change .of the tatifications. The pro- 
tagonists on this occasion, vs on February 
llth, are to be the Papal Secretary of State, 
Cardinal Gasparri, aud Signor Mussolini. 
The date of the exchange of the ratifications 
has* not, however, vet been made known, 
though rt is expected to be in the next two 
or three days. 
Signor Mussolini's speech to the Senate has 
obviously had the intended soothing effect 
upon Roman Catholic opinion. Roman 
Catholiés do not profess to see eye to eye 
with the Duce on all points even now, but 
they have satisfied themselves that the terms 
of the Coneordat—which 1s, after all the 
instrument to which they have attached the 
highest importance—will be carried out in a 
loyal and satisfactory manner. They were, 


moreover, especially gratified at Signor 
.Mussolini’s . recognition of Divine pre- 


‘destination in the settlement of the Church in 
Rome. They have not, of course, accepted 
his point of view with regard to education 
in the elementary. schools; but any dis- 
appointment they may feel, or affect to feel, 
on this point is apparently compensated by 
their glee. at the Duce’s vigorous retort to 
Professor Croce.

A free port, he said, was a port free 
from Customs control, a part of a port in 
which goods may be discharged, sorted, 
stored, manipulated and converted into 
semi-finished or finished articles, and re- 
exported without payment of any Customs 
duty and without Customs supervision of 
any kind. There was plenty of accom- 
modation for the’ ships arid for the goods. 
In regard to the ships, there are no 
engineering difficulties which would pre- 
vent the getting of a navigable depth of 35 
feet at high water into the port, and this 
would be ample for all vessels engaged in 
the North Atlantic trade. 


OPPORTUNITIES FOR 


DEVELOPMENT. 
There would be abundance of space on 


‘which to provide warehousing accommoda- 


tion, and for sites for 4 number of new 
industries. These sites would have good 
access to the city and to the railways. 
Very few people seemed to realise the 
immense opportunities. for .. development 
that are Offeted at the port of Dublin. 
Full advantages of these opportunities, he 
feared, would never be taken in the 
absence of a free port. In many cases the 
cutting off of portion of a harbour as a 
free port would present several difficulties. 
In Dublin they were particularly fortunate 
in this respect, as there was a natural barrier, 
so to speak, in the form of the East Wall 
road, which cut off all the = east of 
that road which the Board: had reclaimed 
from the sea, and where they have provided 
the most up-to-date equipment in the port. 
The whole of that area could be cut off to 
form the new free port. “The free port of 
Gothenburg had come into service in 1922, 
and traftic increased at such a rate that the 
ort authority had already prepared plans 
or the provision of additional accommoda- 
tion. Dublin glready was better situated 
than Gothenburg; they could make a start 
with excellent accommodation, and could 
extend to any degre@ necessitated by in- 
creasing traffic. 

DUBLIN’S CLAIM. 
Continuing, Mr. Lawrence said that, 
naturally, any proposal to set up a free port 
in Ireland was nd to raise the question of 
the most suitable place for it, and, naturally, 
many would come forward advocating the 
claims of various ports. Having regard to 
the very large distributing trade which was 
being done at Dublin and to the capital 
expenditure which had been incurred for the 
accommodation of deep-draught vessels, it 
would not appear an economical policy to 
embark on the provision at another port of 
com petitive facilities involving a huge ex- 
penditure. Moreover, Dublin Port was at 
the moment committed to a very considerable 
expenditure in order to maintain its position 
as a first-class port, and this expenditure 
could become a part of the outlay involved 
in the setting up of a free port. 
As a matter of fact, the new facilities 
erected, if his views were correct, would 
become a portion of the new port. It was 
most important from the point of view of the 
State that the capital expenditure required to 
carry on the country’s trading should be as 
low as possible, consistent, of course, with 
providing pre er facilities. In his opimon 
the same facilities could not be provided at 
any other port in the Free State for a 
fraction of the cost that they could be 
provided for at Dublin, 


A DISTRIBUTING CENTRE. 
Dublin had already an excellent regular 
service of vessels distributing the products 
of the country to England and importing 
Continental and other goods. These existing 
services could be utilised in conjunction with 
the free port in Dublin, whereas if another 
place were selected for the free port new 
services would have to be originated at a 
heavy cost. The Clyde, the Bristol Channel 
and Fail absorbed a large proportion of 
the Atlantic trade. It would be a saving in 
expense to ships in this traffic were they to 
make Dublin their port of call. He took it 
for granted, of course, that the free port at 
Dublin would be equipped with the most up- 
to-date facilities for the handling of goods and 
vessels. | 
As a distributing centre for England 
Dublin’s geographical position stamped it 
easily as the best in the Irish Free State. 
Another point in favour of Dublin was that 
they had a body of men in the employment 
of their Board trained already in a branch 
of work whick would be a feature of the free 
port. He referred to work carried out at the 
Custom House Docks. There were very few 
people in Dublin who had any knowledge 
regarding the extent of the Board's activities 
at these docks. 

THE PORT BOARD. 

Dublin Port and Docks Board possessed 
a Special qualification for the administration 
of a free port. He was assuming, of course, 
that the administration of the port would be 
left in the hands of the Board, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that it would be the province 
of the Government to provide the funds re- 
quired for the setting up of the port and for 
the subsequent operating of the port. In re- 
gard to bunkering vessels, excellent facilities 
could be afforded for the supply of fuel to 
vessels using oll, At the moment there was 
situated at Aléxandra road storage accom- 
modation for several, million 
leum products, and all this storage is con- 
nected by pipe-line with Alexandra Basin. 
For coai-burning vessels it was only a short 
run frém Dublin to get in touch with the 
Scotch and Welsh coalfields. 

Should the proposition to establish a free 
port secure the approval of the Government, 
it would be for the Government to devise 
ways and means to finance the project, which 
Should be treated as a State undertaking. 
The Government would, however, be well ad- 
vised in entrusting the actual management 
of the free te to the Dublin Port and Docks 
Board, for that Board in bringi

WHAT REPUDIATION OF THE} 
ANNUITIES WOULD MEAN, 


From Our SPECIAL CoRRESPONDENT. 
MOHILL, Monday, 
General Sean MacKoin, speaking at 
Cloone, County Leitrim, to-day, said that 
to smash the Treaty would be political mgd- 
ness, but the electors could do so if they 
wished. It was their right and would be 
no dishonour. Repudiation of the land 
annuities was not political madness, but 
was national dishonour. ‘The moral right 
to pay them was not the a law; it 
was simply the law of the Seventh Com- 
mandment. The national dishonour would 
be all the greater, because at the time of 
the Land Purchase Bill the old Irish Farty 
in the British House of Commons were most 
indignant when the Unionists said that Irish- 
men were dishonest and would not pay the 
land annuities. Even if they got a Repub- 
lic or external association land annuities 
would still remain to be paid. 
A Voice—What about Cromwell having 
taken over the land? 
General MacKoin replied that if they 
had to find the original owners, and none 
but these should get the land, it meant that 
Hugo Flinn must get back to the Isle of 
Man and Mr. Briscoe to Jerusalem. De 
Valera had said that farmers should pay 
something for the privilege of using the 
land in the form of a graduated land tax. 
Everyone knew that taxes had a tendency 
to go up, while the land annuities were 
fixed and would cease at a definite date. In 
the event of repudiation of the Treaty and 
another war with England, he would 
guarantee that he would be as good a soldier 
as any member of Fianna Fail. 
Mr, Hogan, Minister for Agriculture, said 
that he was present on behalf of the can- 
didate, who was going to win that election 
hands down, and would win the election in 
any constituency in Ireland. With regard 
to land annuities, he did not care what 
decision they came to, but let them decide 
with their eyes open. Recently Fianna Fail 
members had been accustomed to make 
money challenges as to who was entitled to 
land annuities, but they knew that if their 
statements were denied, the winner 
would be a long time waiting for the money. 
There were people votin Fianna Fail and 
Republican who would rather seé the English 
back again, because slavery was in their 
blood, and they did not want to see the 
country ruled by “ the neighbour’s child.” 
“I would rather see the Union Jack flying 
over this country,” said Mr, Hogan, “ than 
see this country another Mexico, with fac- 
tions, guns, cowardice, gunpowder, petrol, 
and everything that is summed up in the 
word ‘ destruction.”””

A Voice—How is it you have all Ireland 
on the Free State stamp? 
Mr. Hogan—Because we hope to unify all

The Interruptor—Who designed the Free 
State stamp? 

Mr. Hogan—We did. 

The Interruptor—Do you 
border? 

Mr. Hogan—I do, but I will tell you some- 
thing about the North. With regard. to the

_Continuing, he said that in 1924 the two 
Northern counties which they claimed, Tyrone 
and: Fermanagh, were represented by two 
Nationalist members and no Unionists.

In view of the obvious. difficulties in- 
volved in enforcing Mr. Henry Ford’s 
latest alleged decree of teetotalism and 
non-smoking fo far as his Euro 
factories are concerned, very little ir is 
is attached to the supposed prohibition 
here in Cork, where the world head- 
quarters for the manufacture of motor 
tractors is situated. 

Upon gee! at the local factory to-day 
I learnt that up to the present nothing 
official in regard to such a prohibition 
had been received. 

Mr. E. L. Clarke, the managing director 
of the Irish branch, is still suffering from 
the effects of his recent motor accident, 
and his deputy, Mr. J. Cohalan, declined 
to say anything when I approached him 
on the matter. 

TEETOTALLERS WORK BEST. 

One departmental chief, however, pointed 
out the difficulties of a rigid observance 
of any such regulation in this country, 
and said that he could not see how the 
private lives of their employés could be 
governed to such an extent. 

“We believe that better work is turned 
out by teetotallers,”” he stated; “but up 
to the present this has not been a cor- 
dition of employment, and, although we 
would prefer it, total abstention has not 
been insisted upon. 

NO SMOKING IN THE WORKS. 

“So far as the actual factory on the 
Marina is concerned, Mr. Ford’s views on 
this point have always been observed. No 
official, no matter how highly placed, may 
smoke inside its confines; neither is 
alcoholic liquor served under any circum- 
stances in the works restaurant, the 
amenities of which might be termed as 
otherwise excellent. Visitors to the offices 
may smoke, but they also are debarred 
from doing so in the faetory. Outside that 
the employés have perfect freedom.”

THE PROGRESS OF HOWTH. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sim,—There will be general agreement with 
your recent correspondents that the whole 
district of Howth and Sutton demands large 
outlays and liberal measures for its adequate 
development. As a health and pleasure 
rescrt, which can be reached in a few 
minutes, at a cost of a few pence, from the 
centre of an overcrowded city, the whole 
district is a great, undevelo civic asset, 
unique in character, and of altogether un- 
usuzt potential value. Almost everything 
depends upon the steps which are taken to 
promote and control its development. Is it 
merely to become a cheap kind of. local 
Blackpool, with a third-class picture theatre, 
some dance-halls, hobby-horses and trou 
of pierrots, or is it to play the part of a 
great and beautiful dormitory suburb, from 
which the citizens of Dublin may draw fresh 
supplies of physical health and mental re- 
freshment? Again, is it not possible that a 
district which is several miles long, covers 
thousands of acres, and is extremely varied 
in character can be so planned as to combine 
reasonable amenities for its residents with 
adequate provision for the entertainment of 
its daily and seasonal visitors? These, I 
imagine, are the practical questions which 
must at present be exercising the mind of 
the new Commissioner, even while he awaits 
Greater Dublin legislation. 

In an area which covers more than 4,500 
acres, with a population of less than 5,000— 
as compared, let us say, with Rathmines, 
with its 1,700 acres and a population of 
40,000—much has been achieved in recent 
years, with extremely small! financial 
resources, to supply the essential amenities 
of suburban life. A Vartry water supply has 
been secured; quite good roads have been 
built, and considerable sewerage schemes are 
In progress. Transport services—good for 
many years owing to the enterprise of the 
Great Northern Railway and the Dublin 
United Tramway companies—have recently 
been reinforeed, cheapened and made acces- 
sible to new areas with the advent of the 
motor omnibus. Only in one respect, for 
some strange reason, do really primitive con- 
ditions remain. For domestic lighting ahd 
cooking purposes the oil lamp and the fire- 
grate are the only available resources. While 
many scores of new houses have sprung up, 
the Shannon authorities, like the Alliance Gas 
Company, appear to have forgotten that 
Howth and Sutton are on the map. 

Now a project is occupying the active at- 
tention of the City Commissioners and of the 
other local authorities concerned, which, if it 
is carried through, must greatly accelerate 
the Howth-wards growth of the city, the 
urbanisation of Raheny and the whole district 
which lies between Killester and Sutton, and, 
consequently, the danger of rapid, haphazard 
and disorderly development of the whole dis- 
trict. I refer to the proposal—warmly advo- 
cated, some years ago, by the Jrish Times — 
to construct a 1,000-acre marine lake and 
aquatic sports arena to extend from Dolly- 
mount to Sutton between the Bull and its 
adjoining mainland. That the scheme would 
furnish a splendid municipal asset, and create 
« new attraction to Dublin as the venue of 
international motor-boat contests and other 
regatta events, is generally accepted. If 
engineers’ estimates of its capital cost are at. 
all trustworthy, no serious financial difficulty 
is involved. 

Everything would seem to commend the 
progres! and to suggest its early initiation ; 
ut the danger of what would follow—patch- 
work and chaotic building development—is a 
very real one. Whether the necessary safe- 
guards against such risks may lie in Senator 
Johnson’s town-planning bill, in the coming 
Greater Dublin legislation, or in immediate 
conferences between the City Commissioners, 
the County Council and the Commissioner for 
Howth (upon all of whose territories the 
three-mile lake would impinge) are matters 
for discussion. There can be no doubt, how- 
ever, as to the necessity for prevision and 
the preparation of comprehensive plans before 
the stimulus of the proposed lake accelerates 
the outward movement already in progress, 
and imperils the whole future of a practically 
‘virgin’? district, yet one in which the 
activities of the speculator and the spoiler 
have even now begun to show their destruc- 
tive effects.—Yours, etc.. “ ARTIFEX.””
